USE OF TAX REVENUES for advertising and publicity 
to stimulate tourist travel and attract new residents to 
various localities has become general practice throughout 
the United States. These campaigns are financed by state, 
county and city governments. When first started, such ad­ 
vertising was financed by public subscriptions as a rule. 
Because everyone in the community benefitted, it was 
found that the only equitable way to finance this type of 
promotion was through tax funds and thus spread the 
cost among all the people. The All-Year Club of Southern 
California is one of the most successful examples. It is 
supported by tax funds from the counties and numerous 
cities in the area—including Palm Springs. 
A year ago the voters of Palm Springs authorized the 
city council to spend up to 15 cents per $100 assessed valu­ 
ation for an advertising and publicity campaign for the 
community. The council allowed $24,500 for this purpose 
last Spring and the money was spent for advertising in 
newspapers and magazines, publicity pictures and releases, 
colored folders, convention promotion, etc. The benefits 
were partially nullified by the prolonged cold spell that 
hit California but much publicity of lasting value was 
obtained. 
_ 
Funds are not spent directly by the city. Instead, a 
program of proposed expenditures for advertising and 
publicity is submitted to the city by the chamber of com­ 
merce. If approved by the council, the campaign is carried

out by the chamber which is reimbursed by the city up 
to the am ount budgeted. Under the law, the allocation of 
funds for this purpose is left entirely to the discretion of 
the council. The chamber has been working for the past 
few weeks on a proposed campaign for next season which 
will soon be submitted to the council with the request that 
the council again include this in the year s budget.

Never before 
has the community been in a better position to benefit >y 
it. We have more accommodations available. The cham ­ 
ber of commerce, in cooperation with numerous oiganiza- 
tions, is working on a continuous e%'ents program to keep 
visitors entertained. The million dollar municipal progiam 
which gets under way this Summer will add greatly to 
the facilities and attractiveness of Palm Springs. Com­ 
petition among resorts necessitates our keeping Palm 
Springs in the minds of as many people throughout the 
country as possible. We have to overcome the unseason­ 
able Winter weather we had this year and the effect it raay 
have on business this coming season. Yes, we n e e d all the 
advertising and publicity we can possibly get, starting 
early in the Fall.

There is another reason why our city council should 
favor use of city tax revenues for community promotion 
on the outside. We have a very high city license tax; ap­ 
proximately $50,000 a year. It seems only fair that a good 
portion of this fund should go to stimulating business for 
the firms which pay this tax. It all goes into the general 
fund of course, but the council wall do well to invest a 
portion of it in a campaign designed to benefit everyone 
who makes a living in the community. 


THIS APPROPRIATION for advertising and publicity 
should be backed by every owner of a business or income 
property in the community—and all their employees. 
Everyone benefits directly or indirectly. We are looking 
forward to a good season ahead. This is one of the most

The panel, headed by Dr. Walter 
Bauer of Harvard, recommends a 
research budget totaling *8.100,000 
Ito cover a five-year program calling 
¡for general, continuing research and 
research fellowships to train able 
young Investigators and thus over­ 
come a deficiency of competent re­ 
search workers In the field of a rth ­ 
ritis and other rheumatisms. 
The first and most Important 
step, the committee agreed. Is to 
■lady embryonic mesenchymal 
tissue—the only known “com­ 
mon denominator” of the rheu­ 
m atic diseases In th at the por­ 
tions of the body which they at­ 
tack all develop from this tissue. 
Two other broad fields of research 
which the committee said should be 
developed are the specific clinical 
and physiological problems of arth ­ 
ritis and other rheum atism s and the 
aoclal,

Busi­ 
ness people, like other persons, should obey the 
law. 2. No Court action of any sort can be m ain­ 
tained until Certificate is filed and published. 
3. Such filing and publishing contributes to the 
value and protection of a trade name. 


3. Ques. Is the name J. B. Smith Company a fictitious 
name?

Ans. Yes. Because the term “com pany” is am bigu­ 
ous and suggestive of uncertainty. 


4. Ques. How can custom er find if he has filed and pub- ^ 
iished his certificate of business? 
Ans. Sim ply by checking with the Corporation de­ 
partment in your county clerk’s office. 


5. Ques. W hat does Section 2468 of the Civil Code mean 
bv the wording that no person or partnership fail­ 
ing to com ply “shall m aintain any action upon, or 
on account of, any contract or contracts made or 
transactions had,” under such fictitious nam e in 
any Court of this State? 
_ 
Ans. Sim ply that the person or partnership cann’jOF 
sue. 


6. Ques. D oes this mean that cash stores are not af­ 
fected? 
Ans. There are m any grounds for court actions be­ 
sides the mere collection of past due accounts. 
For instance, a cash grocery m ay wish to sue a 
trucking com pany for dam age to shipm ents. 


7. Ques. 
In case of a change in ownership, m ust the 
new owner file and publish? 
Ans. Yes. “Every person transacting business in 
this state under a fictitious nam e” m ust file and 
publish. 


8. Ques. In case one partner is succeeded by another, 
* 
m ust a new certificate be filed and published. 
Ans. Yes. Section 2469 of the Civil Code states that 
“On every change in the members of a partn 
ship transacting business in this State under a fi 
titious name . . . a new certificate must be file 
with the County Clerk and a new publication 
made." 


9. Ques. M ust a corporation file and publish a cer­ 
tificate? 
Ans. Yes, when the corporation as a person ow ns A 
and operates som e other business under a fic­ 
titious firm name. In such event it m ust file and 
publish, otherw ise not. 


10. Ques. Do public authorities demand com pliance 
> 
with the fictitious firm law? 
Ans. 
Yes. 
For instance, the California State D e­ 
partment of V ocational Standards w ill not issue a 
license to any contractor or contracting partner­ 
ship who has not filed and published. 


11. Ques. 
M ay a person or persons engaged in more 
than one business under fictitious name m eet the 
publication requirem ents by filing and printing 
only one certificate? 
Ans. The Los A ngeles County Counsel has ruled: 
“We incline to the opinion that the provision of 
said section contem plate a certificate to be filed 
and published for EACH fictitious name under, 
which a business is transacted.” 


12. Ques. D oes the filing and publication of a Trade 
Nam e Certificate have value in establishing own- , 
ers’ title in a firm name? 
Ans. Yes the courts have held such registration and 
publication to be a prima facia evidence of nam e 
ownership where tw o claim ants to a name have 
contested ownership.

LO, THE RICH INDIAN 
Editor, The Sun: In your issue 
of May 27 I note w ith surprise 
and 
interest 
a picture under 
w’hich is an article telling of the 
erection of a house for a DESTI­ 
TUTE Indian family. 
I believe a correction is in 
order as there are no DESTITUTE 
Indians enrolled at Palm Springs. 
Each individual enrolled Indian 
receives a monthly per capita 
payment from the tribal earn­ 
ings. This source of incoma has 
been ruled non-taxable for in* 
come tax purposes by the Collec­ 
tor of Internal Revenue. There­ 
fore, a family of ten for instance 
would receive $500.00 monthly 
regardless of any income from 
other sources. Aside from this 
they pay no property tax nor ir­ 
rigation water charges. 
The Palm Springs Indian may 
u'ork on tribal projects if he so 
desires at $1.00 per hour. He has 
priority. 
All of the Palm Springs In­ 
dians have been collecting ren­ 
tals on Indian lands for their sole 
use. In many cases this amounts 
to considerably more than the 
funds 
received 
f r o m 
tribal 
sources. 
The government is at the pres­ 
ent time in the process of allot­ 
ting Reservation lands. \ num ­ 
ber of 
allotm ents have been 
made and trust patents isued. 
Each Indian will eventually be 
allotted a minimum of 47 acres 
and should he worth approxi­ 
mately $100,000. 
The Palm Springs Band of Mis­ 
sion Indians definitely has no 
DESTITUTE Indians. 
I enjoy reading the Desert Sun 
and am particularly impressed 
and pleased with its tone of fair­ 
ness and im partiality. Therefore 
when I read an article such as 
referred to above I feel you 
should know the real story-
